Bogs and Corns. 


The Bog of Allen has recently come into 
its own as a social venue, and of the 
gathering there a few days ago it was said 
confidently that it was ‘‘aiqual to 
Punchestown.’’ A bog man who overheard 
the remark made by a visitor, that it was 
no place for corns, volunteered the in-. 
formation that no turf-cutter, or sleans- 
man, ever knew what it was to have a 
corn or a foot blemish of. any kind. It 
appears that the weeks of standing on wet 
bog mould or in actual beg water has the 
most beneficial effect upon the turf-cutter’s 
feet; for. he never wears a boot or a sock 
while he is working there. So soothing is 
the actual contact with the wet mould 
that the effect lasts through the winter, 
and among a _ hobbling. community the 
sleansman walks with unharassed feet. 
This testimony was borne out by a man 
from another bog district, who said that 
his wife would sit with her bare feet in 
a bog hole whenever she had time, so as 
to get relief from corns. History tells us 
that Irish warriors bathed their wounds 
in the bog water and went on fighting, but 
it says nothing about corns. Perhaps, 
they did not then exist. 


Clane and Prosperous. 


Travelling by road to the turf-cutting 
festival at Allenwood, Dublin people 
passed through two small towns a lew 
miles apart, of which some of them had 
never heard, called Prosperous and Clane. 
The rivalry that exists between all 
adjacent country towns in Ireland would 
seem to be intensified in the case of these 
quiet places.

THE MOVEMENT ON 
TRIAL. 


SERIOUS DEFECTS IN 
LEGISLATION. 


—--—&—-- 


By Horace T. O'RouvuggE. 
MEMBER Town PLANNING INSTITUTE. 
F there is one thing more than another 
| which needs emphasis when considering 
the subject of town planning and slums 
it is that it is sound business and logical 
economy to plan for the future. While the 
Free State’s new Town Planning Act is an 
instrument with great potentialities, its success 
or failure will.depend upon whatever vigour 
there is in public opinion. Our local authorities 
are not likely to act without a strong impulse 
from their eiectorates 
It now remains for organised bodies of 
many kinds to implement legislation by pro- 
paganda, so that public opinion may be 
brought up-to-date. The planning movement 
is On trial. We must bring unwilling horses 
to the water to drink. In our large centres 
of population there is not a day to be lost if 
occurrences are to be prevented that would 
mock our sense of civic taste for a generation. 
_ df space was available in the public Press, 
it would be easy to demonstrate that our 
neglect of town planning has led to a heavy 
burden of avoidable municipal expenditure, 


‘and yet citizens as a whole are difficult to 


educate in the principles of this modern 
science. Stranger than this, successive Irish 
Governments have not been encouraged to 
display enthusiasm for its adoption, when 
Governments all over the world have been 
its practical sponsors, and we now have the 
position that town planning, after all, with 
us Is to be merely a permissive palliative. 
THE ACT’S DEFECTS. 

Following the introduction of recent Jegis- 
lation we are fortunate in having a Minister 
lor Local Government who understands the 
benefits which might accrue and is anxious 
for their realisation, but it has been correctly 
affirmed’ during a discussion in the Senate 
that such legislation was as far ahead of 
public opinion as it was as far behind similar 
legislation in other countries. The absence 
ol compulsion is the serious defect in present 
legislation, for without that nothing will move 
already overburdened authorities. — 

Another hindrance to immediate progress 
under the provisions of this legislation is that 
whatever planning eventuates on the part of 
enlightened authorities must obviously be 
dealt with by experts, and our professional 
organisations do not claim that they can pro- 
vide these, although town-planning powers 
have been agitated for by *them for manv 
years. The whole purpose of the measure 
will be futile unless schemes are planned by 
experts who have some instinct of vision in 
architectural and engineering schemes for the 
future. ‘Town-planning is not only a modern 
science, but a highly specialised art. and its 
technicalities are not likely to be within the 
grasp of the average practitioner in building 
or the average administrator in local govern- 
ment. 

It may be written with a large measure of 
truth that the prevalence of slums in large 
centres of population is largely due to the 
absence of town-planning | 
half-century. 

WEIGHTY BURDEN. 
_ The housing conditions of the lower work 
ing-classes have recently become the first con. 
cern of the State, and this fact alone illus- 
trates for the public mind how serious the 
problem has been allowed to become. - This 
concern, actively operating, imposes a burden 
upon the local authorities of all our principal 
towns which is almost crushing in its weight, 
as they are expected to make good the default 
ol generations. We are asked’ to shoulder a 
solution by heavy public expenditure when 
money is difficult to obtain and when build- 
ing costs have reached undreamt of levels. 
Simulianeously we are being asked to rectify 
the defects of town lay-out 


discovered bv 
the advent of fast and 


easy transport and 
many other things, including a new economic 
orientation. 

There are two explanations for the slowness 
of a solution of this problem, undertaken 
seriously a few years ago. The task is a 
colossal one, requiring at least another ten 
vears serious attention, with all the legisla- 
tive and financial aid possible. The second 
explanation is that there is no money to be 
made by housing poor people decently. but 
there has always been money in housing 
them badly. If the aggregate revenue of the 
slum landlords of Dublin was published it 
weuld shock the public. The worse the con- 
ditions the more the profit. 

Assuming these conditions can be effee- 
tively dealt with by some original and drastic 
means, there remains a psychological diffi 
culty ‘which cannot be overlooked. A certain 
mentality is developed by generations 
of residence in bad environment. which

By the adoption of such 
principles residential slums are prevented from 
developing or spreading, and commercial 
slums, consisting of cheap shopping enter- 
prises of practically huxter 
eliminated The amazing growth of this 
tendency in. the suburbs of large towns in 
recent years, especially the capital, is 
jeopardising the value of good class residential 
property and inimical to the proper use ol 
established suburban commercial centres. 

A zone plan for all built-up areas, accom 
panied by zone by-laws. would be a most 
usclul deterrent in excessive claims for com 
pensation for property to be acquired in deal- 
ine with slums. Town development of any 
ihe without zommng control is nothing short 
of! providing tuture chaos. Where there is 
chaos. in a biult-up area the slum becomes 
lrmly entrenched, and such is its cancerous 
power that it eventually eats up all other 
lorms of development.

While 1 do not wish to strike a 
note of pessimism, I am convinced it will 
be found within a short period of years that 
the only hope resides in the inauguration of

On a vote of £23,058 for the Derartment of 
Justice, the MINISTER (Air. Luttledge) 
said that the cost of the Department was 
substantially less than in the preceding year. 
The savings had been effected in the Supreme 
Courts, Land Registry Office, but tre charges 
for the District Courts were unpaid, while 
in the Circuit Court there was a small 
increase. On the admiuistrative side t-.cre 
was no change of any importance. ‘ile work 
of the Courts was not delayed more than 
the work of the Courts‘in other countries, 
and any arrears there were was largely due 
to the hearing of appeals from. the Cuircutt 
Courts to the High Courts. He hoped that 
legislation would be introduced soon to 
re'iedy that defect, and other faults in the 
judicial system which aad been the subject 
of complaint, The machine generally was 
working satisfactorily, 

The only vote that represented a serious 
increase, and reflected a state of afiairs t al 
no one could contemplate with pleasure was 
under the heading of Garda Stochana. ‘The 
estimated cost of that service was £70,460, 
which would not come as a surprise to depu- 
ties for reasons that had been fully — ex- 
plained on a previous occasion, »nd under a 
recent supplementary estimate. Un the ad- 
ministrative side of the Department there 
was a reduction of £2,076, mainly due to 
savings under the heading salaries íor lead- 
quarters staff. 


SITUATION IN CORK. 
Mr. MULCAHY (U.I., North Dublin) 


moved that the vote be referred back for 
reconsideration. He proposed to draw the 
attention of the House to certain things Jn 
connection with the Minister's Department 
and the administration of the police force, 
and for the purpose of seeing if they could 
find out where there was located, either in 
the Ministry or in the general headquarters 
of police, the temper, spite, insolence and in- 
competence that had shown itself in the work 
of the police force in certain ways trough 
the country. He would read to the House 
an affidavit relating to the situation in Cork. 
Here they had a case of a man murderously 
attacked on two occasions. On the second 
occasion that he was attacked he was under 
‘police protection, and he ws still under police 
protection. On the secend occasion that he 
was attacked it was in his own house by one 
of the Guards who was there for the pur- 
pose of protecting him, and that Guard pre 
posed to go up and shoot him because 1 
would break his heart if he did not shoot 
him. The man’s life had been threatened by 
his political opponents, and apparently such 
Guards as were selected to protect him were 
so mucli his political opponents that it would 
break their hearts if they did not shoot him. 
It showed that such a person was utterly 
unfit to be a member of any police force, and 
that he would have murderc 1 this man only 
that a second Guard came to the rescue. 


THE AFFIDAVIT. 


Mr. MULCABY then read a sworn affidavit 
of John Murray. 109 Dillon’s Cross, Cork, in 
the course of which it was stated that in the 
month of January last three men, two named 
Curtin and one named Aherne, went to the 
house. 109 Dillon’s Crdss, at night and comn- 
mitted an armed raid and endeavoured to 
murder John Murray. They were charged 
before the Military ‘Tribunal, convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment. In” the same 
month, went on the affidavit, three men, 
named Kendellon, Walsh and Condon, went to 
the house, 109 Dillon’s Cross, and fired into 
the house, wounding one man therein. | They 
were brought before the Military rribunal, 
convicted and sentenced to imprisonment. 

Following these raids a police guard of two 
uniformed men and one member of the Special 
Branch were placed outside the louse. On 
Wednesday, 7th April, about 1.45 a.m., two 
uniformed guards and two members of the 
Special Branch in plain clothes were on duty 
gutside-the house of John Murray. The door 
was opened and Murray heard arguments 
between two members of the Special Branch, 
whose voices he recognised as those of Lawlor 
and Sullivan. “1 heard Lawlor say: ‘Pl go 
up and shoot him,’”’ continued the affidavit. 
“T heard Sullivan try to stop him from 
coming up to me. I heard them coming up 
the stairs and could see from my bed on to the 
stairs. Sullivan had a hold of Lawlor and was 
endeavouring tu keep him back. Lawlor kept 
on saying: ‘I'll shoot him, and put an end 
to him, and you can give evidence against. me 
then.’ Lawlor had a revolver in his hand, 
pointing upwards towards my room. I then 
saw Guard Kelly try to. hold him and pre- 
vent him from coming up, and finally Lawlor 


put his revolver in his pocket, and said: ‘If

There should be some 
consideration for the feelings of the people 
whom the Civic Guards were forced to pro- 
tect. Jt illuminated to his mind the position 
that the whole thing was carried out in a 
cynical and almost brutal way.

DEPUTIES’ GUARDS. 


At the present moment Mr. Mulcahy said 
that he had what he understood the Minister 
and the police authorities would call police 
protection. At least, nine members of the 
police and probably two motor-drivers gave 
him full-time attention. Deputy Cosgrave 
Was in the same position. He (Deputy 
Mulcahy) probably got greater attention, for 
the reason that on the night that President de 
Valera made his famous Glasgow charge—

ALWAYS GUARDED. 


That was the type of protection that the 
Minister for Justice put on full duty to look 
after him and his home.

After Mr. Kevin O’Higgins was 
murdered military guards were placed on pro- 
tective duty for every Minister, and that con- 


tinued from August, 1927. In June last year

The Minister should come out in the open 
and have brought out this whole matter of 
the extraordinary conduct of the Guards on a 
certain occasion in Parnell square m tne 
month of February last. The Minister had 
admitted practically everything; he admitted 
that there was going to be such a meeting 1n 
Parnell square. that the Guards watched with 
field glasses what was taking place, and that 
the Guards knew that instructions were being 
given in the construction of a land mine. and 
that a land mine was being constructed on 
that occasion for use the next day. It was 
known to the Guards that the land mine 
would be exploded the next day. There was 
only one explosion anywhere the next day. 
and that was the mine explosion in the streets 
of Dundalk. 


THE ONLY CONCLUSION, 


It was a perfectly fair conclusion te draw 
that the mine, which was constructed under 
the eves of the Civic Guards, was the mine 
which caused the death—the murder—of an 
unfortunate woman in Dundalk the next day; 
murdered because a son of hers had the 
audacity to go before the Military Tribunal! 
and give evidence against certain gentlemen, 
supporters of the President’s Administration. 

There was no other conclusion to be drawn 
but that the mine constructed at Parnell 
square was the mine which. caused the 
diabolical outrage in Dundalk. Was there 
not blood-guilt on the men who could have 
prevented the construction of that mine ana 
did not’ ~ That outrage should have been 
stopped by the Guards, and it was not. He 
did not believe that it was the fault of the 
individual Guards, and he challenged the 
Minister to deny that the Guards were 
instructed not to raid. ‘They got those 


'instructions going out, and he was certain 


that if they were instructed to raid they 
would have raided. 

He was told that these men were ‘.ken out 
of plain clothes and put into the uniformed 
force, and that three or four of them resigned 
as a result of that. It was no use making 
scapegoats of subordinates, because everybody 
in this State knew that it was not the sub- 
ordinates who were to blame. lt was in 
keeping with the policy of the Executive 
that that should happen, Mr. de Valera had

A scandal of thig nature should be-probed 
and should not be hushed up, and if the 
Minister would not come out openly now, and 
if he continued his policy of hushing the 
matter, then he would draw the conélusion.

HE opinion is expressed in a Reuter 
telegram from Moscow that one of the 
results of the “ hands off China ” warning 
by Japan might be the awakening of the 
tension between Japan and the Soviet which 
has been somewhat dormant lately.

THE WAGES PROBLEM, 


The Railway Review, the organ of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, ~eferring 
to the claim made by the Irish railway 
companies for a reduction in wages, states 
that at the recent meeting between their 
representatives-and the union’s officials, the 
companies claimed the full 15 per cent. re- 
duction from wages, which was the basis of 
their application before the Irish Wages 
Board in 1932. 

The trade union representatives rejected 
the claim, however, the whole position 
was fully reviewed, and the meeting was 
adjourned until to-morrow, when a further 
discussion will take place. 

Members will realise, the organ says, 
that in this matter we have reached an 
uncertain position, in which anything may 
happen. If Irish railwaymen desire the 
best possible settlement it behoves them to 
show their loyalty to the trade unions 
which are conducting these negotiations 
on their behalf. 
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SENATE AGAIN 
REJECTS BILL. 


“A MATTER FOR THE 
RATEPAYERS.” 
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N the Free State Senate yesterday, by 
30 votes to 17, leave was refused Mr. 
Connolly, Minister for Lands, to re- 
introduce the Local Government (Ex- 
tension of Franchise) Bill, 1934. 
Labour voted with the Government. 

Mr. Wilson said that he had no reason to 
oppose a test for proof as to the minds 
ot the people, but if they were desirous 
of testing it the proper course was to 
have an election on the parliamentary 
issue. 

The present basis of representation was 
introduced when Ireland was still 
part of the United Kingdom, and as 
they went along they found they had 
great difficulty in improving on 
British legislation. The people 
appointed on these Councils was a 
matter for the ratepayers only. 


ANOMALOUS. 


Seeking leave to re-introduce the bill, 
Mr. CONNOLLY said that the measure was 
before the House for second reading on 
July 12 last, when it was defeated.

The Government felt that it was 
quite anomalous that voters who had the 
right to vote at the parliamentary elec- 
tions should be deprived of the right to 
have a say in the election of the local 
authorities, and for that reason, and to 
vive the widest possible franchise to all 
adult voters, this measure was introduced. 

Dr. GOGARTY asked if it was in order 
to make a second reading speech on the 
introduction of a hill. 

CHAIRMAN (Mr. T. Westropp- 
Bennett)—It is in order for the Minister 
to make an introductory statement. 

Mr. CONNOLLY—I am willing to defer 
anything that might seem like a second 
reading, but I think it is reasonable to 
give an explanation as to why the bill is 
re-introduced. 

THE CHAIRMAN—If the motion is not 
opposed you will have a second reading.

m the Northern Parliament to-day the 
Minister of Agriculture (Sir Basil 
Brooke) submitted the estimates for the 
Ministry for the coming year, the net 
amount of which is £69,374, while the net 
amount of the estimates for agricultural 
services is £111,310. 

He said that the net increase in the 
value for the Ministry was approximately 
£1,700. This was due to the large volume 
of new work undertaken in connection 
with marketing schemes and the vita! 
liaison between the Ministry and the Eng 
lish Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
in connection with the regulation and 
limitation of the imports of agricultural 
produce. Events had justified his pre- 
decessor’s prediction that the past year 
would see a substantial improvement in 
the agricultural industry following the 
Ottawa Conference. 


THE FREE STATE. 


‘*T am fully conscious of the fact,” the 
Minister continued, ‘‘ that the flaw in the 
Ottawa agreements, as far as the home 
farmer is concerned, is that it tied the 
hands of the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment with regard to the limitation of the 
imports of Dominion butter and eggs until 
1935—a time-limit which is rapidly 
approaching its end.. But for the fact 
that agreement was obtained as to the 


limitation of imports of all meats and 


| 
| meat products, who can doubt that the 


position of our cattle trade to-day would 
closely resemble that of our unfortunate 
neighbours in the Irish Free State.” 
Proceeding, the Minister referred to the 
success of the pigs and bacon marketing 
and said that the welfare of 
forty thousand farmers was. involved in 
scheme.

The President of the Association, Mr. T. 
J. W. Kenny, of Galway, in moving the 
adoption of the report and accounts, referred 
to the presence of Mr. de Valera, and stated 
that Governments in most countries had 
come to regard the tourist industry as one 
of their most valuable assets. While the 
Free State Government had not so far given 
the financial aid which the Association 
thought they deserved, they had given sub- 
stantial assistance. 

Mr. Kenny stated that since 1922 
£26,000,000 had been spent in the Free State 
on roads. He said that it had been largely 
as a result of the Irish Tourist Association's 
pioneering efforts that the noted producers 
of the world had come to look to the un- 
spoilt and pulsing life of the new Ireland, 
with its magnificent scenic background, as 
one of the great homes of picture-making. 

Turning to the income of the Association, 
he said that subscriptions last year amounted 
to £1,907, compared to £1,212 in 1925-6, and 
advertising revenue to £2,947, compared to 
£1,688, while income from public bodies for 
the coming year was £9,442, as compared 
with £2,228 in 1925-6. 

Mr. Walter Baird, in seconding, said that 
while in other countries tourist organisations 
depended upon State subsidies, here they got 
along successfully on voluntary support. 

Mr. Kenny was re-elected president, and 
Mr. Baird, Mr. J. J. Shiel and Mr. P. Hogan 
(Deputy Speaker of the Dail) were elected 
vice-presidents.

The Chairman proposed the toast of 
“Ireland of the Welcomes,’’ and said at 
the function of the Asseciation was to carry 
on the old traditon of Irish hos} tality. . 
Mr. Lemass, in replying to the toast, said 
that he was glad to note in the report of the 
Association that the campaigu which had 
been initiated to induce Irish people to spend 
their holidavs in Ireland was bearing fruit, 
and thit 1933 had been a record year in the 
experience of the industry in that class .of 
business. While the Irish holiday-maker 
seeking enjovment and relaxation in his own 
country must be the backbone of the industry 
here there was no reason whi they should 
diminish their efforts to attract foreign 
visitors to their country. 
In Ireland they had escaped the post-war 
development in the tourist industry that took 
place elsewhere, and particularly the building 
of huge hotels upon the American scale, the 
financial difficulties of which were now the 
sources of embarrassment. 


A NEW PHASE. 


They had now entered upon a new era of 
travel and holidays, in which for the first 
time the vounger generation were a most 1m- 
portant factor. In America and European 
countries the development of the legitimate 
hotel had ceased and new accommodation for 
travellers lacking in dignity and luxury, but 
making up in convenience and economy, 
would appear to be the fashion of the future. 
Treland also needed accommodation to cater 
for the modern style of holiday, and in say- 
ing that he thought as much of their presnec- 
tive visitors from outside countries as of their 
own holidav-makers, They should give the 
fullest possible co-operation to the Association 
in the organisation of holiday clubs within 
which their workers would be encouraged to 
save during the vear for the annual vacation. 
Such a movement properly directed would in 
Dublin. add many thousands to the numbers 
of Irish holiday-makers. ‘he Government 
took considerable inferest in the efforts being 
made to develop the tourist industrv. and all 
reasonable support would be available. The 
fact that nearly all the County Councils had 
renewed their contributions for publicity work 
an indication of confidence in the future 
of the industry and of approval of the work 
done by the Irish Tourist Association. 'To- 
day Ireland was a peaceful country engaged 
upon work of reconstruction in every sphere, 
and those who came to the country could be 
assured of a peaceful welcome and of a united 
effort on the part of all classes of the people 
to make their stay enjovable. The Irish 
Tourist Association had attained remarkable 
results to that end.

MR. D. J. O’DONOHOE'S 
SUGGESTIONS. 


Mr. D. J. QO’ Donohoe presided at a recent 
meeting in. Dublin of the Federation of 
lrish Industries. In the course of his address, 
Mr. O’ Donohoe spoke of the large number of 
externally controlled manufacturing firms 
which were opening, or had opened, in the 
r ree State. He said that behind the estab- 
lishment of such firms lay the idea, either 
definitely expressed or implied, that Irish 
industrialists were either unwifling to supply, 
or incapable of supplying, the needs of the 
community in manufactured goods, and, there- 


| fore. the Irish people must look to externals to 


do for them those things they could not do 
for themselves. Their Federation must have, 
as part of tts normal development, the com- 
plete wiping out of the idea that Jrishmen 
were incapable of adequately leading the 
industrial development of the country. Jt was 
essential that specially favoured. treatment 
be given to nationally controlled firms, as 
against externally owned concerns. 

At the moment this last: objective is the 
most important, and among the.methods by 
which progress can be achieved in that direc- 
tion are the assessing at a lower rate for 


income tax purposes of profits of Lrish indus- |

Sir Stafford Cripps (Labour) said that they 
now had the admission that this body was to 
be set up to perform the functions of Govern- 
ment—functions which had heen taken away 
from the House of Commons. He argued 
that there was no previous case of a body 
Corporate with a common seal being set up 
by Parliament as a servant of the Crown. 
He lioped the House would consider very 
carefully the kind of body they were setting 


up. 

Mr. R. D. Denman (National Labour) said 
that he preferred the bill as it stood 
originally. The proposed procedure would 
make the Board very unpopular, and it was not 
right that it should have special immunities 
from the ordinary processes of the law.. Pro- 
cedure by petition of right was both formid- 
able and expensive. 

Mr. Aneurin Bevan (Labour) opposing the 
amendment, said that it was a radical de- 
parture from constitutional practice, and the 
change, as it seemed to him, had been made 
for the most frivolous of reasons. 

The amendment was agreed to without a 
division. 

Mr. J. J. Lawson (Labour) moved an 
amendment to limit the Board’s permod of 
office to three years. ‘The whole thing was 
an experiment, and he believed that it would 
prove more disastrous than the Government 
imagined.

In the Free State Senate yesterday, 

On the Committee stage of the Town and 
Regional Planning Bill, Mr. SEUMAS 
ROBINSON moved several amendments, 
which the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health approved, and they 
were passed without divisions. ! 

Among these were amendments to insert 
new secticns for the purpose of giving plan- 
ning authorities power to build on land and 
requiring the occupier of any such land to 
give, within a specified time, his name and 
address, the estate, mterest, or right, so far 
as they were known to him, of every person 
who, to his knowledge, had any estate or 
interest in, or right over, such land. 

A number of verbal amendments also were 
ade. 
A new section was proposed by Mr. Robin- 
son, which provides that when a planning 
authority has passed a resolution for the 
making of a planning scheme, and has before 
such planning scheme comes into oi ration, 
made a special prohibition in relation to any 
work, such planning authority may, if they 
are of opinion that the prejudicia effect of 
roceeding with or doing the work to which 
such special prohibition relates would be ol 
such nature as to be incapable ef being 
remedied after the coming into operation ol 
declare at any time 
before such planning scheme comes into 
operation that any contravention of the pro- 
hibition shall be penal. Contravention of the 
prohibition would be liable on summary con- 
viction to a fine not exceedmg £50, or to 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding six 
months, or to both, fine and imprisonment. - 
By consent, further consideration was post- 


poned to the report stage. 
EYE-SORES. 

On the title of the bill, Mr. JOHNSON 
asked the Minister would 18 be possible to 
make provision in the bill empowering local 
authorities to prevent the destruction of the 
amenities of a town or ne without having 

‘compile planning schemes. 
Mr, COMYN said that it ought to be a 
simple matter to have legislation empowering 
local authorities to remove these eye-sores. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said. that the most

ROAD TRANSPORT. 


On the second stage of the Road Trans- 
port Ball. 195%, 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, stated that the business and 
carrying merchandise by road was so widely 
scattered and affected so many people that 
amending legislation was inevitable. The 
Act had been framed with great care, but 
when the Department came to eperate it 
various ;considerations arose which had not 
heen foreseen. A large number of persons 
had failed to apply for the qualifying certifi. 
cate and legislation had to be introduced 
extending the period in which applications 
could be received. Even then 200 had failed 
to apply, and a clause in the present bill 
proposed that the peried should be extended 
to April 1. A minor atmendment was de- 
signed to meet the case of passenger 
vehicles engaged in the distribution ol 
newspapers, and there also was a provision 
to cover the cases of people who had been 
engaged in road transport with lorries of a 
certain unladen weight, and who had re- 
placed these lorries fitted with new ones. 
fitted with Irish built bodies, which brought 
them above that weight. Other amendments 
gave the Department discretion in certain 
directions. 


THE MOTOR TRADE, 


Mr. J. T. O'FARRELL said that the 
motor trade had got so much of this class 
of legislation that it did not know where it 
stood now. The 1933 Act tock a consider 
able time in pessing, 
slightest interest in his business knew to 
what extent he was affected. Why should 
200 have been late in applying for certif- 
cates? He believed that a number of people 
thought that they could make easy money 
by putting in operation lorries which had 
been in disuse, and ap ‘ying for certificates 
so that they could be cg as public car- 
riers.

Mr. Hickey, Scariff Creamery, said that 
the reason there was such a high price 
for farmers‘ butter on the home market was 
the Stabilisation Act. That Act would 
never have been passed but for the agitation 
of the creameries, and if they had been 
able to see clearly then they would not: have 
been so enamoured of it. 

A resolution was passed stating that the 
price for creamery butter for the coming 
season should not be fixed at less than 
112s. a cwt.

AMERICAN OPPOSITION. 
INJUNCTION MOTION. 


The Cunard-White Star merger was the 
subject of a motion in the Chancery Court, 
London, yesterday, on the part of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Company of New 


York for an ad interim injunction to restrain 


the agreement being carried into effect. 
The respondents were the Oceanic Steam 
Navigation Company, the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company, the White Star Line, the 
Cunard Steamship Company, and the trustee 
companies—the Midland Bank Executor and 
Trustee Company, and the New York Trust 
Company. 
For the plaintiffs, Mr. Gavin Simonds, 
K.C., asked for an ipjunction restraining the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation Company, until the. 
trial of the action, from acting upon a provi- 
sional agreement dated December 30 between 
the Cunard Company, the Oceanic Company, 
and the Commissioners of His Majesty's 
Treasury, Plaintiffs asked for a declaration 
that the agreement was ultra vires of the 
Oceanic Company, it being a sale of its assets. 
Counse: told Mr. Justice Eve that the 
plaintiff company alone was interested in the 
whole of the shares of the Oceanic Company 
because these shares stood in the name of 
the Midland Bank Executors, Ltd., and the 
New York Trust Company, and belonged to 
the plaintiffs unless the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company and the White Star Line, 
Ltd., redeemed them by paying approximately 
two and a half million pounds. 

| CUNARD NO. 534. 
“The agreement with the Government,’’ 
declared Mr. Simonds, “is fundamentally 
unfair. It is based upon considerations wholly 
irrelevant to the proper assessment of the 
Oceanic Company’s assets. It proceeds upon 
the assumption—a wholly fallacious assump- 
tion—that the Cunard, in bringing into this 
merger this new ship, No. 534, is bringing in 
an asset instead of what, as the evidence 
clearly shows, is a very grave liability to the 
company. 
Mr. Simonds read the agreement, published 
as a Whiie Paper defining the arrangements 
under which the Treasury was-to provide 
the i-quisite finance up to £35,000,000 for 
completion of No. 
“This agreement,” he asserted, “is ícnda- 
mentally unsound. It is based 1,0n con- 
siderations wholly irrelevant to the proper 
assessments of the Oceanic Company’s assets.”’ 
So far from being an asset,yNo. 534 would 
be a heavy liability to the merger company. 

OCEANIC AFFIDAVIT. 

For the Oceanic Company an _ affidavit, 
sworn by Mr. Frank Charlton, director of 
the Oceanic Company and secretary of the 
vot*-g ti2zstees under the scheme, was read 
by Mr. Wilfrid Greene, K.C. According to 
it Mr. Franklin had been informed of the 
progress of the negotiations, but the Treasury 
did not consider it desirable that he should 
be informed of the conclusion of the prov- 
sional agreement until its announcement in 
Parliament. 

He (Mr. Charlton) and his co-direc. rs 
were satisfied that the proposed merger terms 
afforded. the best possible chance of the 
Oceanic North Atlantic fleet producing any- 
thing for unsecured creditors and share- 
holders. 

Judgment was reserved.

“EASTER LILY” POSTERS 
IN NEWRY. 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
NEWRY, 


Thomas McGrath, a Republican candidate 
for South Down at the last six-county general 
election, of O'Neill avenue, Newry, was 
charged under the Civil Authorities (Special 
Powers) Act before Major McCallum, R.M., 
and Mr. George L. McElroy, R.M., with 
conduct in contravention of the Act by post- 
ing “ Easter Lily ” posters on the street. 
Others similarly arraigned were Edward 
McAnuff, The Commons, Newry, and John 
Kierans, King street, Newry. 

None of the defendants was present in Court. 

Constable Ferguson stated that he saw the 
defendants posting ‘‘ Easter Lily ' posters on 
the street. 

When he asked McGrath about the posters 
he said that the service (in St. Mary’s Ceme- 
tery on Easter Sunday) was not proclaimed, 
and that it would mean a united Ireland. The 
defendants belonged tothe I.R.A. — 

D.I. Cooke said that the celebration re- 
ferred to was proclaimed the following day. 
He added that in 1931 McGrath was sen- 
tenced to a year’s imprisonment for the pos- 
session of seditious literature. The other 
defendants were not charged before. 

The Court ordered McGrath to be im- 
prisoned for four months, with hard labour, 
and at the expiration of that period to enter 
into £10 bail, with sureties, to be of good 
behaviour for two years, or, in default, to 
be imprisoned for a further four months. 

Each of the other defendants was sentenced 
to a month’s imprisonment, and ordered to 
find similar bail, or be imprisoned for a 
further three months.

CENSUS OF PRODUCTION, 


_In the course of his lecture on the“ Statis 
tical Enquiry into the Distribution of Goods,’ 
Mr. Lyon said that, although distribution 
touched the mass of consumers more closely 
than any other branch of economic life, and 
although the efficiency of distribution was of 
vital importance to producers and 
consumers, no less than to distributors. 
themselves, little practical help had been given 
to most industries towards enabling the re- 
tailer to do his job more efficiently. What 
retailers needed, in the first place, was 
knowledge of the facts of their trade and 
standards by which to measure their costs 
and turnover. This need had led, in the 
majority of civilised countries; to the com- 
pilation by the respective Governments, of a 
periodic census of production. 

Usually considerable trouble was -.ex- 
peritnced by Government Departments in‘con- 
vincing the public of the necessity for fur- 
nishing their returns on or before the 
statutory date. In the case of the present 
census of production which was being taken 
in tha Jrish Free State, so far almost 65 per 
cent. of all the forms issued had been re- 
turned. 

The census covered al distributing 
organisations and their business activities. It 
would give an account of the various types 
and sizes of retailers, wholesalers, manu- 
facturers’ agents, and importers in the whole 
country, their sales, numbers employed, 
stocks carried, and wages paid.
